Unique Gift Idea 
Christmas Cookery 
Program Offered 


By LINDA LEVI 
A special program w as offered yesterday by Dorothy Cranor 
and Betty Kuhn, Rush County Extension Agents, on “ Christmas! 
Cookery." A m yriad of holiday recipes and gift ideas were 
presented during two program s, one held at noon for working 
women, and one held at 2 p.m. including m ore extensive 
discussion. A third program will be presented Thursday in the 
Assembly Room of the Courthouse. 
It would be impossible to detail the goodies described during 
Tuesday’s program , but a sm all sam pling should encourage 
every C hristm as baker to attend the last program Thursday. In 
addition to an explanation of recipes, Mrs. C ranor and Mrs. 
Kuhn presented each attending with a "Holiday Goodie Book,” 
explaining each recipe in full. An added treat was the op­ 
portunity to taste many of the finished products. 
One recipe for rhubarb bread would m ake an excellent 
C hristm as gift as well as an added treat to any C hristm as 
dinner. Both M rs. C ranor and Mrs. Kuhn advised gift givers, 
when m aking food item s, to w rap them attractively and put 
them in som ething useful. F or exam ple, a gift of rhubarb bread 
would m ake a perfect gift when w rapped on a cutting board. 
Ingredients for the rhubarb bread include I Ai cup brown 
sugar, firm ly packed; two-thirds cup liquid shortening, one egg, 
one cup sour milk, one teaspoon salt, one teaspoon soda, one 
teaspoon vanilla, 2 4 cups flour, I 1? cup diced rhubarb, and 4 
cup chopped nuts. 
Directions call for the baker to stir together the ingredients in 
the order listed. Pour the m ixture into two greased and well 
floured loaf pans and sprinkle with topping m ade by mixing 4 
cup sugar and two tablespoons butter. Then, bake a t 325 degrees 
for 40 m inutes. The extension agents also pointed out that a one 
pound coffee can m ay be used in place of the two loaf pans. 
One other recipe that, according to Betty Kuhn "kids love" is 
for paintbrush cookies Mrs. Kuhn reported that the cookies are 
a great way to "do your own thing." 
The recipe calls for one cup butter or m argarine, softened*, 1 4 
cups confectioners sugar, one egg, one teaspoon vanilla, 4 
teaspoon alm ond extract, 2 4 cups flour, one teaspoon soda, and 
one teaspoon cream of tartar. 
The cook is directed to m ix thoroughly the butter, con­ 
fectioners sugar, egg, vanilla and alm ond extract. Then blend in 
the flour, soda, and cream of ta rta r and cover and chill for two I 
to three hours. A fter heating the oven to 375 degrees, divide the 
dough in half and roll each half three-sixteenth inch thick on a 
lightly floured cloth-covered board. Cut cookies into desired 
shapes and place on a lightly greased baking sheet. 
Now com es the fun part. The first step is to m ake cookie paint 
by dividing sm all amount of evaporated milk (or a m ixture of 
one egg yolk and 4 teaspoon w ater) among several cups. Then 
color each with a different food color. 
Im agination tim e . take som e sm all paintbrushes and go 
wild! Faint w hatever design you want. Finally, bake for seven 
to eight m inutes in a 375 degree oven. 
I ’wo recipes can not possibly explain the variety found at the 
C hristm as Cookery session. T ake tim e Thursday and drop by 
for yourself F o r m ore inform ation contact the Rush County 
Extension Office.

To Improve The Quality 


Of Life In Rush

We of the Rushville Rotary Club, along with 
countless other people, are alarm ed and concerned 
about the rapid rise in crime, violence, vandalism 
and dishonesty in government, business, and even the 
home.

Starting A Bank

YORK

D espite 
som e 
spectacular banking failures in the United 
States in the past two years, an awful lot of 
people are starting new banks 
In 1975 alone, 171 state banks and 75 new 
national banks opened 
T exas with 33 and 
Florida with 31 had the biggest number 


Openings in 1976 have dropped about 40 
per cent from the 1975 pace, according to 
Lester B 
Knight Associates of Chicago, a 
m anagem ent 
consulting 
firm 
t h a t 
specializes 
in 
bank 
structural 
problem s. 
Even so, the Knight firm said, the formation 
of new banks is continuing briskly. 


“The chief reason,” the Knight com pany 
said, “is that many m ore states are getting 
ready to allow statew ide bank branching 
Therefore, tim e is running out in m any 
com m unities for starting new independent 
banks." 


Knight didn’t mention it, but it would 
appear that som e of the prom oters of new 
banks m ay have in mind selling them in a 
few years to bigger banks interested in 
acquiring m ore branches 


The collapse of Franklin National in New 
Vork, of C. Arnholt Smith s em pire in San 
Diego and a number of lesser banks m ay 
have served to obscure in the popular mind 
that ever since the reform s in the early days 
of 
President 
R oosevelt’s 
adm inistration, 
hanking, on the whole, has been one of tlr^ 
safest businesses in the country as well as 
one of the m ost profitable 


Not 
only 
are 
oank 
failures 
rare, 
the 
Knight firm said, but very seldom do any of 
the 14,000 com m ercial banks in the country 
have an unprofitable year Once chartered, 
a 
new bank generally has an excellent 
chance of succeeding 
The rub is to win a charter and get the 
hank under way. 
About the only really easy step is the first 


one, Knight said 
"You don’t have to be a 
banker to start a bank." That m eans you 
don’t have to have any special university 
credentials or professional licenses 


Knight said m any individuals get involved 
in starting new banks for reasons of social 
or business prestige. Some fondly im agine 
that, if they start a new bank, it will be their 
personal unlimited supply of funds 
lf that 
illusion isn ’t nipped in the bud it ultim ately 
will lead to disaster and possibly to prison. 


But if you needn’t be a banker yourself, 
you need the services of a trained banker 
very soon 
As in any other business, it is 
essential to get one with a good perform ance 


record as well as a winning personality The 
other m ain requirem ents are money — and 
tim e. It is rarely possible to launch a new 
bank in less than two years after the first 


decision is m ade That much red tape and 
solid spade work must be handled B esides a 
banker and a capable law yer with banking 
experience, the Knight firm says, one needs 
an econom ic feasibility study by a firm of 
bank m anagerial specialists, 


Considerable front m oney will be required 
The 
prelim inary 
studies, 
legal 
f e e s , 
feasibility study and building or leasing 
plans likely will run at least $50,000 
The 
incorporators will have to put that up and 
also be prepared 
to 
put 
up the 
initial 
operating capital The first $50,000 could be 
lost 
if 
the 
state 
or 
national 
banking 
authorities decide the bank plan is not 
feasible and refuse to issu e the charter. 


The Knight com pany said one of 
the 
com m onest m istakes is to hire as m anager 
of the new bank, a chap who is m anager of a 
com peting local bank 
"The m ediocre perform ance of this bank 
m ay be the m ain reason people in the town 
want a new bank ’’

At least two statem ents applauding the 
choice w ere released to the press several 
hours before Carter him self announced it.

RN Y., called the Vance appointm ent "m ost 
reassuring." 
J a v its’ reaction appeared on news w ires 
about three hours before Carter's 2:30 p m 
EST new s conference Friday 
About 30 m inutes later, in a statem ent 
delivered to the Senate press gallery in the 
Capitol, Sen. Clifford Case, RN J , described 
him self as "greatly pleased” by the as-yet 
unannounced appointm ent.

In 1975 the 
House did vote to override, 57-34, but the 
Senate sustained the veto, 24-26 In 1976 the 
bill orgm ated in the Senate and one of the 
final actions of the Senate was to sustain the

The political division of the two cham bers 
appeared to be a factor in 1975 and 1976 with 
m ore D em ocrats than Republicans favoring 
the bill, although it has had bipartisan 
support throughout the long controversy.

The selection of officers by 
Dem ocrats, who will continue 
to control the new Congress, 
was the first of a series of 
organizing moves.

“ Post Vincent (or Vincennes) 
is a beautiful place.” wrote 
New Englander Joseph Buell as 
he served under the command 
of Gen Josiah H arm ar in 1787 
Indiana University Bicenten­ 
nial researchers reported that 
H arm ar was sent by the brand 
new American government to 
the Northwest Territory, which 
included Indiana 
His assign­ 
ments were to m ake the area 
safe from Indian raids on white 
settlem ents and to drive out 
white land speculators 
By 1790 H arm ar and Buell 
may have wished they had 
stayed east. In the fall of that 
year 
H arm ar 
set 
out 
from 
Cincinnati with 1,500 men to 
destroy the Indian village at 
Fort Wayne. Finding the village 
deserted, 
H arm ar’s 
troopers 
burned it to the ground. But his 
troops were ambushed twice by 
the Indians and he suffered 
heavy losses due to illness, 
desertions and death. 


The S tate of Indiana sent 
about 200,000 soldiers to the 
Union Army during the Civil 
War. and proved its loyalty to 
the North 
But sources in the 
Indiana 
University 
Library- 
record there was some dissatis­ 
faction with the war among 
certain Hoosiers. 
These 
people 
were 
called 
Copperheads, a nicknam e given 
to 
their 
secret 
organization 
because the copperhead snake 
hides from its en em ies and 
strikes without warning 
The 
group 
originally 
was 
called 
the 
Knights 
of 
the 
Golden Circle, but later was 
changed 
to 
the 
O rder 
of 
American Knights and the Sons 
of Liberty. 
Indiana 
troopers 
suffered 
heavy losses during the war, 
and Copperheads grum bled that 
the w ar was lining the pockets 
of New England industrialists 
while Indiana was losing its 
best young men. 
Copperheads were accused of 
encouraging men to resist the 
draft and desert the arm y. 


established 
shuttles 
to 
the 
depot That year there were six 
trains a day unloading passen­ 
gers at the depot. 
But in 1907 the tourism at 
Trinity Springs slackened be­ 
cause of the “panic.” Then in 
the 1930s the G reat Depression 
finished the tourist trade. 
Now there is not even a post 
office at Trinity Springs — and 
even the springs are dry. 


During the Civil 
W ar the 
United States turned an indus­ 
trial 
corner and 
becam e a 
nation where steel was impor­ 
tant. 
IU researchers said that steel 
was the basis not only for guns 
and cannons needed for the 
w ar, but for ironclad ships like 
the Monitor and M errim ac. 
Most of the steel produced in 
the country cam e from mills at 
Pittsburgh. But the mill owners 
thought they ought to put new 
mills closer to the ore mines in 
Minnesota. 
In 1906 the U.S. Steel Corp. 
built the largest steel plant in 
the world at Gary Im m igrants 
from Europe arriving in Ameri­ 
ca 
w ere 
looking 
for 
work. 
Polish and Hungarian newcom­ 
ers stepped off the boat in New 
York City and heard there was 
work in the new mills at Gary. 
These im m igrants cam e to 
Gary and found that work And 
their 
children, 
grandchildren 
and great-grandchildren were 
Hoosiers. 


Kosciusko County was named 
after 
a

and

so im pressed with him that he

many, Italy and France 
In 1776 he joined the United 
States Army as a volunteer. 
Gen George Washington recog­ 
nized Kosciusko's m ilitary geni­ 
us and 
entrusted 
him 
with 
planning the defenses at New 
York and Yorktown In 1781 he 
helped with the cam paign to 
take the Carolina colonies away 
from the British 
At the end of the w ar, a 
grateful 
Congress 
rew arded 
Kosciusko with A m erican citi­ 
zenship. an annual pension and 
the title of brigadier general.

— P e an u ts w ere brought to 
North America aboard slave 
ships and were an important 
food supply for the passengers, 
according 
to 
the 
Louisiana 
State 
University 
Cooperative 
Extension Service. 
First grown in Virginia and 
North 
Carolina, 
they 
were 
known as goobers. The name 
peanut 
did 
not 
come 
into 


general use until about 1807. 
It was not until the Civil War 
that peanuts gained com m er­ 
cial 
value 
because 
of 
the 
scarcity of other foods availa­ 
ble to Confederate soldiers. 
Crude jars of peanuts found 
in 
ancient 
Peruvian 
graves 
have traced 
peanuts to the 
Incas 
There is also evidence 
that peanuts were grown in 
Brazil at the sam e time.

brought their slaves with them 
into Indiana. 
Jonathan Jennings, son of a 
P re sb y te ria n m in ister and a 
Vincennes 
lawyer, 
ran 
for 
Congress 
on 
an 
antislavery 
platform . Backed by (Quakers in 
the southeastern counties, he 
defeated two other candidates 
who ducked the issue 
Indiana's 
1816 
constitution 
had a strong antislavery clause 
and a few slave owners moved 
into Kentucky. Four years later 
the state Supreme Court ruled 
that a teen-age slave nam ed 
Polly had to be freed 
By 1830 only th ree sla v es 
were left in the Hoosier state.

We’ve heard for decades of 
British cockney rhyming slang 
— such as “ trouble and strife,” 
meaning wife. Now we have a 
mysterious language of our 
own. 
The editorial “ we,” which 
means “ I" — long used by 
kings, queens, and editorial 
writers — has been adopted by 
the 
driving 
knights 
of 
the 
American road: “ We be at mile 
marker 
112 and 
we see a 
Smokey 
in 
a 
plain 
brown 
wrapper.” 
Smokey, of course, means 
police of any kind. Smokey 
Bear means state police. But 


since the trucker is preoccupied 
with police and their wherea­ 
bouts, police can be all kinds of 
expressions, such as "someone 
spilled honey on the road, ’ 
meaning 
state 
troopers 
are 
ahead everywhere 
Or this: “ Monkeys looking for 
bananas at (location).” 
"Tattletale” means police in 
helicopter 
“ Nobody knows 
where the teddy bear goes” — 
troopers are crisscrossing the 
expressway. 
“ Nightcrawlers” 
police are everywhere. 
Aside from cops, there are 
some 
interesting 
inventions. 
Such as “ guarantold you” — 
meaning guaranteed, I told you 
the truth. And “ H & D” — hate 
and dissent A bad mechanic: 
“ Anilla the Hun” or “ Ghengis 
Khan.” Milk: “ cow squeezings” 
or "vitamin A.” 


There is such logic as “ sore 
foot” for flat tire. “ Haircut 
Palace” 
bridge or overpass 
with low clearance. "Hagfest” 
group 
of 
female 
( ’Hers 
conversing on the channel. 
Washington, D C. is “ Water 
gate City.” Cleveland is “ Mis­ 
take on the Lake" or “ Iron 
Town.” 
“ Toilet tongue” is one who 
uses obscene language on CB. 
"Mercy” or “ mercy sakes” can 
mean anything like wow or gee 
whiz, but they can also be a 
euphemism for all the words 
that are illegal on the air. 
“ Ten four,” the most widely 
used term in CB slanguage, the 
dictionary 
says, can 
mean, 
variously. 
“ Hello; 
positive; 
yes; O.K.; I understand; do 
you 
understand?; 
what?; 
definitely.” For example: “ A 


good ten-four to that, good 
buddy.” 
To a CB trucker, a “ hump” 
is 
a 
mountain; 
soup 
is 
“ popcorn," rain is "cats and 
dogs, 
window 
washer, deep 
water," 
snow 
is 
“ confetti, 
dandruff, fluffstuff." 
“ Busted zipper” is an un 
locked or open rear door. “ Nazi 
Go-Cart” is a certain German- 
rnake car “ The dirty side" is 
the East Coast. “ Nature break" 
is a restroom stop. “ Hemorr­ 
hoid with a Polaroid” means 
police on your bumper with 
radar 
“ Bodacious,” an old word, to 
a trucker in 
the 
Southeast 
means 
clear 
reception 
of 
signal: 
“ Mercy sakes, Snow 
blake, you’re just 
sounding 
bodacious out there tonight.”

sign-off 
goes:

Henry Moore,

The French wanted to outdo 
even the great retrospective of

brilliantly in natural settings in 
Florence in 1972. At 78, famous 
and wealthy, Moore finds all 
this very gratifying but York

radio operators. 
And though vastly outnum­ 
bered, 
the members of the 
older established ham 
radio 
organizations are beginning to 
take 
offense 
at 
what 
they 
consider 
an 
infringment 
on 
their territory. 
The 
hams, 
declining 
in 
numbers, fear that the "good 
buddies" on the CB channels 
will be allowed more and more 
frequencies at their expense. 
The American Radio Relay 


League, 
an 
organization 
ot 
135,000 U.S. ham radio opera­ 
tors, explains the difference 
between the two: 
"Amateur radio is a world 
wide technical avocation while 
the citizens band is a short 
distance communication service 
which laymen may use.” 
"The 
amateur 
(ham) 
is 
permitted, upon demonstration 
of skills and technical know! 
edge through successive exami 
nations, to operate an amateur 
radio 
station 
over a 
broad 
range of frequencies allocated 
through 
international 
agreement.” 
A ham can talk to any other 
amateur anywhere in the world 


about 
anything 
he 
wishes, 
except 
the 
transaction 
of 
business. 
The citizens band was creat 
cd shortly after World War II 
to provide 
a 
low-cost, 
con­ 
venient, local mode of com­ 
munication for businesses. It 
may be used by anyone over 18. 
A ham must use his FCC- 
assigned call letters (usually a 
>no-or two-letter prefix indicat­ 
ing the ham’s country or region 
and a 
three-letter individual 
suffix, for example W A lXY Z). 
\ CB operator usually just uses 
his “ handle,” a self-assigned 
nickname, and does not usually 
identify by FCC-assigned call 
letters. 


Another key difference is that 
a ham may use up to I,(HK) 
watts on his transmitter while a 
(’Ber is limited to only 5 watts 
input. And CBers are forbidden 
from communicating with any- 
nne more than 150 miles away. 
CBers are also restricted to 
voice 
communication 
modes, 
AM (amplitude modulation) or 
SSB (single sideband). A ham 
may use voice, international 
Morse Code, 
radioteletype, 
television, ground and satellite 
repeater stations, moonbounce 
signals and other experimental 
forms. 
Before getting a license, a 
lam must pass a comprehen­ 
sive test on radio theory and 
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radio engineering principles. He 
must 
be able to 
send 
and 
-eceive Morse code (telegra­ 
phy). 
A CBer need only be 18 years 
if age and is not required to 
pass any examination 
Today there are about eight 
million licensed CB users as 
compared 
with 
only 
275,(KM) 
icensed amateur radio opera- 
ors. 
In 
addition, 
there 
are 
housands, perhaps millions, of 
jnlicensed and illegal CBers 
lodging the $4 permit fee. 
Many amateur radio clubs 
ire now trying to attract and 
onvert CBers into their ranks

York’s punk-bohemian set) and 
Thin Lizzy (an Irish-English

have certainly 
played their parts. And both 
have new albums out to join the 
Christmas 
rush. 
Some 
com­ 
ments: 
Thin Lizzy — “ Johnny the 
Fox” (Mercury SRM-1-1119) - 
So far. Thin Lizzy’s career has 
been a nearly textbook case in 
how the rock 'n’ roll game is 
played 
Organized about five 
years ago in Dublin by bassist 
Phil Lynott, Lizzy has been 
steadily building a following on 
both sides of the ocean ever 
since; 
this 
year, 
the 
band 
finally hit big with a single 
“ The Boys Are Back In Town,” 
and an accompanying album, 
"Jailbreak.” 
“ Johnny the Fox,” then, is 
Lynott and company’s effort to 
consolidate 
those 
gains 
As 
such, it is predictably conserva­ 
tive 
in the sense that no new 
ground is broken. "Johnny” is 
so similar in mood, balance and 
style to "Jailbreak,” they could 
be halves of a two-LP set. 
Lizzy has, in just two albums, 
settled into a formula — a just- 
so mix of Irish-macho boogie 
and a few ballads for leave­ 
ning, heavy chord riffs and 
Southern style 
guitar 
h a r­ 
monies As a formula, it works 
the question is for how long 
•‘John n y” comes off as a 
well-crafted fine tuning of the 
established Lizzy pattern, 
it 
will 
probably 
do 
well 
But 
Lynott had better start thinking 
hard about his band’s future 
the pattern is already stretched 
thin and it 
won’t go much 
farther without some reinforce­ 
ments at the weak spots 
Patti Smith Croup — “ Radio 
Ethiopia” (Arista AL 4097) — 
Give Putti Smith credit; she’s 
figured out how to force her 
listener to actually listen Her 
songs are certainly worthless 
as background music and even 
though 
they 
are 
undeniably 
rock ’n’ roll, they aren't much 
good to dance to 


Like Stravinsky, Sun Ha and 
Spike Jones, Smith seems to go 
out of her way to be abrasive 
She operates on a strict, black 
and white, love her-or-hate her 
level 
As a result, you either 
listen to what she s saying 
or 
you throw out the record in 
disgust 


That said, and fair warning 
given, let me add that "Radio 
Ethiopia” is as well-crafted a 
first 
evolutionary step 
from 
Smith’s debut album as any I 
have heard 
Where the first 
record was all rough edges and 
simplistic 
technique, 
“ Elhi 
opia” 
has 
hints 
of 
more 
sophistication, 
without 
losing 
the raw power of the music 
There are even a few lead 
guitar solos on this one, which 
may or 
may 
not 
be good; 
adding lead guitar is satisfying 
to the ego of the guitarist, but 
the heavily metallic, all chord 
sound of the first Smith album 
was 
one 
of 
its 
several 
disreputable charms. 
Smith herself remains utterly 
unchanged 
from

Crayons are an 
ingestion hazard for infants and 
very 
sm all 
children 
Even 
though they a re nontoxic, they 
present a choking hazard. 
"E v e n a bottle left in a crib 
can be a h azard if a child is 
left u nattended You have to be 
v e r y . v e r y c a r e f u l w ith the 
n u rse ry -age child.” 


He said m an u factu re rs spend 
millions of dollars on packaging 
to get their toy-safety m essage 
across. 
The p ack ag e legend on one 
soft 
toy 
his 
own 
com pany 
m ak es read s, in p a r t : 


"C rib toys a re designed to 
am u se a new baby by sight and 
sound 
They a re durable, but 
can w ithstand only a limited 
am ount of chewing or sucking 
and 
a r e 
not 
substitutes 
for 
teething rings or pacifiers. 


"Until an infant has full body 
control th ere is risk in leaving 
any object, including a stuffed 
toy. within his or h er reach 
when the infant is left alone. 
"U se caution before hanging 
a crib toy directly above an 
infant, 
especially

c h ild r e n h a v e a c c e s s to the 
n ursery ” 
Miller said m others a p p a r e n t­

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Women Faring No Better At Sea Than On Land

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United Press International 
Women have not fared better 
at sea than they have on land. 
As a matter of fact. they 
have fared much worse and 
have often been entirely exclud­ 
ed from sea-going activities. 
Because the sea has always 
been viewed as dangerous, and 
because adventures and physi­ 
cal dangers have been tradi­ 
tionally left to men, women 
stayed on 
land. The early, 
primitive nature of sea going 
vessels was not compatible with 


the almost eternally pregnant 
or lactating status of women. 
And later on, a number of 
superstitions developed, accord­ 
ing 
to which 
women 
were 
considered to pollute the water 
and to bring bad luck if aboard 
a ship, or by stepping across 
the nets. 
Furthermore, in some tradi­ 
tional societies, including Is­ 
lamic, women are not allowed 
even to swim, so that they 
practically have no contact 
with the sea. 


Because women 
have 
not 
been allowed to play active 
roles at sea, their relationship 
with the sea has been primarily 
indirect, through their fathers, 
brothers, lovers, husbands, and 
sons. 
Many 
women 
living 
on 
islands, in fishing villages, and 
countries with a large mer­ 
chant marine and-or navy have 
been socialized from a tender 
age 
to 
painful 
departures, 
anxiety 
over 
the 
fate 
of 
seafaring men, loneliness dur­ 


ing long absences, pain and 
tragedy at the death of a close 
and beloved man, and short­ 
lived and anxiety-ridden happy 
reunions. They come to view 
the sea almost as a rival who 
lures away the men they love 
and often destroys them. 
Seafarers’ 
wives 
regularly 
have 
to 
stay 
alone 
for 
considerable periods and must, 
therefore, learn to stand on 
their own feet. They have to 
play the role of mother and 
father to their children, man­ 


age 
family 
finances, 
make 
family decisions, and take on at 
least some of the husband’s 
roles and responsibilities. 
In traditional societies, such 
as those 
in 
Greek 
islands, 
however, even during husbands’ 
long absences, wives cannot 
make important decisions. They 
must either postpone them or 
get 
in 
touch 
with 
their 
husbands to get their approval. 
Sometimes they also have to 
cope 
with 
and 
accept 
a 
husband’s infidelities and more 


or less long-term 
to other women 
ports. 
Sometimes they manage so 
well on their own and learn to 
enjoy their independence and 
power so much that when their 
husbands are home, the strains 
and conflicts are considerable. 
The wives become reluctant to 
relinquish 
their 
active 
and 
responsible role to return to the 
subordinate, submissive wife 
role. 
Because of the risk involved 
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in being a fisherman, unusual 
compensatory cultural patterns 
have developed in some areas. 
In Roma, a fishing village in 
southeastern Okinawa, women 
have been able to marry two or 
more husbands, so that even if 
one husband died at sea, a 
woman would have one left. 
There have, of course, been 
some 
occasions 
on 
which 
women 
have 
broken 
with 
tradition and gone to sea. 


During 
important 
national 
crises, 
such 
as 
wars 
and 
national uprisings, women have 
often been allowed to play 
masculine roles and, in some 
countries, active roles at sea. 
During the long Greek Revolu­ 
tion of 1821, two prominent 
island women, Bouboulina and 
MantoMavrogenous, “ manned” 
their own 
ship 
and 
fought 
against the Turks. They fought 
valiantly 
at 
sea 
and 
were 
honored as heroines. 
This exceptionally active role 
of 
the 
Greek 
women 
as 
captains can be explained by 
the long and desperate nature 
of the Greek Revolution, which 
needed the efforts, resources, 
and 
sacrifices 
of everyone, 
including women and children. 


In a more romantic vein, two 
English women, Anne Bonney 
and Mary Read, became full- 
fledged pirates. 
Dressed as men and living 
the lives of men. they spent 
several years on pirate ships 
and fought as bravely as any of 
the men. It is possible that 
other women may also have 
done 
the 
same, 
but 
their 
exploits were not recorded by 
male historians. 
It 
is 
less 
probable, however, that women, 
dressed 
as 
women, 
joined 
pirate ships, even if it was only 
to cook for the crew, because of 
the fierce rivalries and antago­ 
nisms that they would have 
provoked. 
In some countries, such as 
Hong 
Kong, 
Thailand, 
and 
Taiwan, the 
sea 
sometimes 
becomes the habitat for the 
entire family. Women spend 
their lives on a boat, usually 
anchored near the land, and 
row the boat back and forth to 
market and to visit. 
Furthermore, in Thailand the 
rowboats that circulate in the 
“ klongs” (canals) going from 
house to house to peddle fruits 
and 
vegetables 
ale 
almost 
entirely run by market women 
But the busy river-taxis are 
always operated by men The 
difference here is important 
and must be underlined. The 
river-taxis are motorized and 
must, therefore, be run by men 
who are able to deal with 
engines. Women, on the con­ 
trary, who are not supposed to 
be mechanically inclined, stay 
away 
from 
motorized 
sea 
vessels. 
The existing division of labor 
in sea-related activites on the 
basis of 
gender 
is 
further 
illustrated 
by 
cross-cultural 
ethnological data collected from 
185 societies. Hunting large fish 
and other sea animals is an 
exclusive male occupation. 
Gathering shellfish and edible 
seaweed 
is 
more 
often 
a 
feminine rather than a mascu­ 
line activity. 
Furthermore, drying, preser­ 
ving, 
and 
selling 
fish 
and 
repairing nets are most often 
the responsibility of women 
Finally, 
when 
diving 
for 
sponges, pearls, or fish is done 
with diving apparatus, men are 
the divers When the diving is 
done without technological aids, 
women dive The “ ama” divers 
of Japan, who dive for shellfish 
and edible seaweed while semi- 
naked or wearing wetsuits and 
eyecup goggles, are a good 
example of women divers with 
a long tradition dating back at 
least 2,000 years. 
Although modem navies in 
many countries now include 
women, 
in 
most 
nations, 
including the U.S., the women 
have not been allowed to go on 
active sea duty along with men 
(except on hospital ships). 
Nor are they 
allowed 
as 
fisherwomen on large fishing 
boats that spend several weeks 
or months at sea In both cases 
the rationale is the same: The 


presence of men and women on 
the same vessel for a consider­ 
able time period is supposed to 
lead 
to 
sexual 
and 
love 
relationships that may bring 
about 
favoritism, 
lack 
of 
discipline, 
rivalries, 
conflict, 
and inefficiency. 


When a directive was issued 
recently by the U.S. Chief of 
Naval Operations lifting the 
ban 
against women serving 
aboard warships at sea, Navy 
wives made news by protesting 
vehemently against the direc­ 
tive. 


In Russia and the Scandinavi­ 
an countries (and sporadically 
in 
a 
few 
other 
Western 
countries), women have recent­ 
ly entered the merchant marine 
as 
radio 
operators, 
and 
a 
handful as officers. 
In the 1970s, some “ firsts” 
were recorded for the United 
States. The first women were 
admitted to a Merchant Marine 
and a Naval Academy, and the 
first all-woman class graduated 
from the Coast Guard Academy 
(which has now become coedu­ 
cational). Likewise, the Navy 
undertook a successful pilot 
program in which 80 wohen in 
different crew roles sailed with 
500 men 


Women oceanographers and 
marine biologists now regularly 
sail on small research ships 
and participate in scientific 
experiments under 
the 
sea, 
iving and working in close 
quarters with men for weeks. 
But giant U.S. freighters still 
do not employ women because 
of existing regulations requiring 
separate bath and toilet facili­ 
ties for women. 


Despite the apparent gains 
made 
by 
women, 
however, 
especially in Western developed 
nations, the sea 
is 
still 
a 
masculine territory.

Still A Legend 


NEW YORK (U FI) — Re­ 
searchers today were reported 
“ disappointed 
but 
not 
dis­ 
couraged” over the results of 
the most ambitious and techno­ 
logically sophisticated hunt for 
the 
legendary 
Loch 
Ness 
monster. 
The New York Times, a co 
sponsor of the effort, said some 
108.000 photographs and exten­ 
sive sonar exploration of the 
Scottish 
lake turned up no 
conclusive proof the storied 
creature exists. 
“ I ’m disappointed, yes, but 
not discouraged,” Charles W 
Wyckoff, the expedition’s chief 
of photographic operations, was 
quoted as saying. “ I ’m still 
convinced in my own mind that 
there’s something there.” 
The search, conducted from 
June through the fall and co­ 
sponsored by the Academy of 
Applied Sciences, a 
Boston- 
based group of engineers and 
inventors, did come up with 
some “ tantalizing clues,” the 
Times reported 
On four occasions, the sonar 
detectors picked up traces of 
large objects moving under­ 
water,’’ the newspaper said, 
and one of the objects was 
described as a “ carcass-like 
shape with a long necklike 
projection.” 
However, identification of the 
objects was impossible, since 
none of them got close enough 
to the sonar-activated underwa­ 
ter cameras to be captured in 
photographs. 
“ We theorize that the severe 
drought in the British Isles had 
lowered the level of the loch so 
much that the ususal salmon 
spawning runs were not taking 
place, 
and 
there 
were 
no 
salmon in the shallow areas of 
the loch to bring the animal up 
from its lower depths to feed,” 
Wyckoff said.

CB Radio 
Song

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (UPI) - 
The music industry predicted 
only a few owners of citizens 
band radio rigs would listen to 
“Convoy," a song C W McCall 
recorded 
about 
some 
1,000 
truckers crashing through road 
blocks, tollgates, and police 
barricades. 
“ Boy, 
were 
they 
ever 
wrong,” says McCall with a 
laugh. 
“It’s 
just 
been 
an 
overwhelming success, to put it 
mildly. But truckers certainly 
did help make the song a hit.” 
For the ole “Rubber Duck,” 
McCall’s CB handle, the hit 
single has led to whole albums 
and lucrative commercials. A 
movie is in the works. 
The former advertising ex­ 
ecutive says he originally wrote 
the song to entertain truckers 
with a fantasy of a vast and 
powerful CB network no one 
could stop. But “Convoy” also 
caught on with listeners who 
did not have “ears” (citizens 
band radios). 


“Even non-CBer’s liked the 
rebel atmosphere of bashing 
through all the symbols and 
institutions, as well as the toll 
gates." he said. “Let’s face it, 
everyone got caught 
up 
in 
hating the 55 mile-an hour- 
speed limit and the fun of 
getting around it.” 


McCall, ever aware of m ar­ 
keting trends and timing, says 
the release date of “Convoy” 
was another reason 
for its 
astounding success. 


“ It came out 
just 
before 
Christmas and just when people 
were starting to get into CB 
You'd be surprised what a 
difference that makes.” 


Another factor in the song’s 
success and the parallel suc­ 
cess 
of 
CB, 
according 
to 
McCall, was the jargon laced 
through the lyrics of “Convoy.” 


“Everyone likes slang and 
shortcuts and new ways to say 
things and that's what the song 
was 
all 
about 
And 
that’s 
certainly what CB is all about 
It's much easier to use normal 
words, but numbers and nick­ 
names and ‘negators — that’s 
the fun of it.” 


McCall says his own interest 
in the CB “slanguage” grew 
out of a practical necessity. 
"I do a lot of four-wheeling in 
the boonies and I had a CB put 
in my Jeep It’s rough country 
when you’re all alone So I got 
interested 
in being able to 
communicate with these people 
and that's when I caught onto 
the code.” 


McCall disputes the popular 
idea that CB started as a time- 
killer for lonely truck drivers. 
"They started using them 
during strikes to communicate 
with each other and they pulled 
off some major coups that way. 
And let’s face it, that double­ 
nickel (55) speed limit is not 
economical for truckers. They 
have to deliver the goods faster 
than 
that 
and 
so 
CB 
is 
necessary equipment for those 
guys.” 
The record company 
that 
sponsored McCall’s first efforts 
admitted the jargon made a 
funny record, but a year ago 
they predicted "Convoy” would 
only get played by what McCall 
calls “truck-driving" radio sta­ 
tions. 
The single zoomed to the top 
of the country and pop charts 
Since then, McCall has cut 
three 
more 
albums, 
toured 
more cities than he cares to 
remember 
and 
has 
started 
m aking com m ercials for CB 
equipment 
He begins 
work 
with Sam Peckinpah in March 
on a movie version of the song 
“Manufacturers of CB gear 
tell me at trade shows around 
the country that they got a big 
jump in sales when the song 
came out It definitely got a lot 
of people interested in buying 
their own ('Bs I can't take all 
the credit, but ‘Convoy’ had a 
lot to do with it.” 
McCall 
does 
not 
answer 
quickly when asked if the CB 
craze is just a flash in the pan 
His response is finally 
"no 
way,” although McCall admits 
he once thought he'd gotten all 
the song material he could out 
of the subject." 
“ I thought I d covered it, but 
the audiences just won t let it 
die So, I’ve got three CB songs 
on my new album and I guess 
we’ll find out if the interest will 
hold 
I think CH is here to 
stay.” 
Despite his firm belief in the 
duration 
of 
citizens 
band 
communications, McCall is not 
anxious to keep singing about 
the subject forever. 
“ At the end of my five-year 
contract with the record com­ 
pany, I want to open a little 
theater in Colorado and live in 
the mountains 
“You see, I hadn’t planned on 
all of this commotion.”
